CROP PROSPECTS IN CERTAIN COUNTRIES. 


The Board of Agriculture and Fisheries have received the following 
telegram from the International Agricultural Institute :— 

Wheat.—The estimated production for 1912 in Hungary is 
100,320,000 cwts., in Italy 93,500,000 cwts., in the United States 
336,972,000 ewts. The total production of Belgium, Spain, Hungary, 
Italy, Luxemburg, Switzerland, the United States, India, Japan, 
Great Britain, and Tunis is estimated as 845,000,000 cwts., being 
96:2 per cent. of the total production of these countries in 1911. 
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Rye.—The estimated production for 1912 of all rye in Hungary is 
29,950,000 cwts., and of winter rye in Prussia 171,834,000 cwts. 

Barley—The estimated production for 1912 in Hungary is 
30,171,000 cwts., and in the United States 83,142,000 cwts. 

Oats.—The estimated production in Belgium is 12,573,000 cwts., 
in Hungary 23,033,000 cwts., in Italy 9,055,000 cwts, in the United 
States 325,432,000 cwts. 

Maize.—The area which will probably be harvested in the United 
States is 108,113,000 acres. 

Flax.—The area which will probably be harvested in Canada is 
1,701,000 acres, and in the United States 2,992,000 acres. The 
estimated production of flax-seed in the United States is 14,000,000 
ewts. 

Sugar Beet—The area under crop in Hungary is 426,000 acres, and 
in Russia 1,815,000 acres. 

Tobacco.—The area under crop in the United States is 1,194,000 
acres. 

Cotton—The area of cotton under crop in the United States is 
34,098,000 acres. The condition of the crop in terms of the ten-year 
average is represented as 100 per cent. in the United States, 116 per 
cent. in Lower Egypt, and 118 per cent. in Upper Egypt. 





BRITISH TRADE ABROAD, 


Russia, Kharkov.—The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Kharkov (Mr. C. Blakey) on the trade of 
that district in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

Trade credit.—British manufacturers are generally far too con- 
servative with respect to the matter of credit, mainly no doubt because 
they have not studied the principles on which their Continental rivals 
do business. It is fighting them with one arm tied when one refuses 
their most powerful weapon. Provided of course that the giving of 
credit is in the hands of experienced sales’ managers, and kept under 
proper control, such outstanding accounts are regarded on the Conti- 
nent as a very excellent asset, little below fluid capital in value, 
Without trade the manufacturing plant becomes dead capital, whereas 
when business is done as above, the outstanding debts are returned 
within a reasonable time and carry 5 to 6 percent. interest. Moreover, 
when the manufacturer has not sufficient capital to finance the trade, 
Continental banks, or their London branches, are very willing to 
advance the money to firms of good standing for the support of this 
credit. It is not unusual for such credit to be given on open account, 
as an overdraft; but more often customers’ six months’ promissory 
notes, with the manufacturers’ endorsement, are taken as a guarantee, 
these notes being renewable at six monthly intervals up to the ter- 
mination of the sales’ credit, in say 18 to 80 months. ‘Thus not only 
is the trade extended without extra capital, and higher prices taken 
than is possible with cash payment, but an additional profit is made 
on the difference between the interest charged to the customer and 
the bank rate. It is largely on this basis that German industry and 
German exports have, all the world over, risen to figures such as 
30 years ago no Englishman would have thought possible. It is by 
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British Trade Abroad. 


this method that German exports are still expanding and shouldering 
out British trade on neutral ground, where the United Kingdom 
should be able to keep an unchallenged superiority. British manu- 
facturers and British bankers will find themselves forced to adopt the 
German methods of giving credit for the support of the export trade. 
If they do not do so, the British manufacturer will find himself 
elbowed aside when his German competitor sets seriously to work, 
and the Britieh banker will see profitable banking operations, and 
especially the discounting of foreign bills, monopolised by Continental 
banks. Banks which discount the manufacturer’s notes naturally 
obtain his other banking business also; where a bank is largely 
concerned in financing a manufacturing company it will frequently 
have a voice on the Board of that company and influence the com- 
pany’s purchasing operations and trade for the benefit of other 
businesses in which the bank has an interest. 

Mr. Blakey adds that the above remarks refer more particularly to 
makers of machinery.

Republic of Honduras.——The following information is from the 
report by H.M. Consul at Tegucigalpa (Mr, J. P. Armstrong) on the 
trade of Honduras in 1911. which will shortly be issued :— 

Owing to the absence of any direct steamship lines from the United 
Kingdom, business is more rapid and accessible through United 
States channels. At present it takes some eight months for an order 
sent to the United Kingdom to reach Honduras, while the United 
States can supply the same in a similar number of weeks. The 
business terms, however, offered by United States firms are not so 
advantageous as those offered in the United Kingdom. 

Practically all the industries of Honduras are in the hands of 
American capitalists. The banana trade for instance, which repre- 
sents more than 80 per cent. of the total export trade, is in the 
hands of Americans, who do all their business with New Orleans. 
But apart from the special or natural advantages which the United 
States has over other countries, it also competes with the United 
Kingdom in cotton manufactures. The Honduranean markets are 
supplied with muslins and cheap cotton prints of American manu- 
facture. The reason for the cheapness of the latter is probably 
because American manufacturers have standardised a certain class of 
prints, of good quality and serviceable design, which by reason of the 
enormous demand they can supply at greatly reduced prices. The 
United Kingdom controls the market in unbleached calicoes, shirtings 
and fancy prints. 

In Tegucigalpa there are no British firms represented. The trade 
is in the hands of German, Chinese, and Turks chiefly. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that British trade has suffered. There being 
no competition, the better qualities of British goods have been 
supplanted by cheaper German imitations. 

There is a good opening in Honduras for British firms dealing in 
general merchandise. With the rapid development of agriculture 
and mines more money will be in circulation and the purchasing 
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power of the people consequently greater. Revolutions, of course, 
affect business, but only temporarily. During the last year there 
was, for some months, a general and deeply-felt depression in business. 
But a rapid recovery was made as soon as peace was restored and 
merchants had no cause to complain of the year’s business. 

There are openings for the investment of British capital in 
Honduras in the mines, agriculture and public works. The Govern- 
ment are anxious to attract foreign and especially European capital. 
There are immense undeveloped resources in Honduras. The tumber 
lands are very valuable, and contain pine, oak, cedar, mahogany, &c. 
Those interested in vegetable oils would do well to investigate the 
properties of the cohun nut which grows in large quantities in the 
coast lands and which has remained unexploited up to the present. 
The Atlantic coast lands are especially fertile. The Pacific lands 
produce excellent rubber. 

Railways are badly wanted in the country to develop the resources 
and to assist the mines, and so far there is little hope that the con- 
cessions granted during the last Congress will be of benefit to 
Honduras generally as these lines will only be constructed through 
the banana lands. A railway is greatly needed between the Atlantic 
and Pacific coasts, and also between Amapala (mainland) and the 
capital, a distance of some 90 miles. The Government have expressed 
their willingness to grant a concession for this line on very liberal 
terms. The country suffers in all branches of industry and agriculture 
from lack of capital and communications. Attention, however, is now 
being paid by American capitalists to the great natural resources which 
the country possesses, and it is to be expected that in the near future 
Honduras will receive the attention it deserves from the outside 
world.

Siam, Chiengmai.—The following information is from the report by 
the British Vice-Consul at Chiengmai (Mr. F. G. Gorton) on the 
trade of that district in 1911, which will shortly be issued :— 

Letters are continually being received from firms at home 
requesting information as to outlets and agents for their particular 
products. It is only in very exceptional cases that any useful 
information can be given them, since it is barely recognised at home 
that the Chiengmai district is an inland district with no seaport, that 
all manufactured articles must reach the markets of the district either 
by river vid Bangkok or else by pack mules from Burma. Further, 
that none of the general traders in the bazaar are capable of conduct- 
ing their commercial correspondence in English. The few European 
firms in the north are almost exclusively interested in the teak trade, 
and all have offices in Bangkok. For these reasons it would appear 
that it would serve a more useful purpose were these enquiries 
addressed to His Britannic Majesty’s Consul at Bangkok, who would 
put the enquirers into communication with the actual import 
merchants from whom the up-country trader buys his year’s supply 
of goods direct on his annual trip down river.

In the case of Russia, Germany, Belgium, France, Switzerland, 
Italy, Austria-Hungary, Egypt, Japan, Canada, and the United 
Kingdom, the import figures given in the above summaries 
represent imports for home consumption. In all cases the export 
figures are intended to represent exports of domestic produce. 
In most cases, however, they include a certain amount of 
“nationalised” goods, t.¢., goods originally imported for consump- 
tion, and which, if dutiable, have been charged with duty, but 
which are subsequently re-exported.

REDUCTIONS IN RAILWAY RATES IN SOUTH ‘AFRICA. 


With reference to the notice on p. 408 of the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 22nd February last relative to railway rates to the Transvaal 
from Cape and Natal ports, H.M. Trade Commissioner for South 
Africa (Sir RK. Sothern Holland) has forwarded newspaper cuttings 
containing statements made by the Minister of Railways on 25th 
June relative to proposed reductions in railway rates in the Union. 
A sum of £750,000 has been set aside for the reduction of rates, 
during the current fiscal year ending 3lst March, 1913, of which 
amount it was notified that the reductions noted below, estimated to 
absorb £415,000, would come into operation on 1st August next, viz. : 
reduction on coal and other minerals, £303,000; rebate on coal shipped, 
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£20,000 ; charges on private sidings, £50,000 ; live stock, £30,000 ; 
and cement, £12,000. The remaining reductions, estimated to absorb 
the balance of £335,000, would not come into operation until the 
concurrence of the Portuguese authorities had been obtained. 

The following is a copy of the official memorandum giving full 
particulars of the Union Government’s proposals :— 

The following reductions in rates will be given effect to on and 
from Ist August, 1912 :— 

South African coal, clay, earth, earthen pipes and tiles, bricks, 
native timber, lime, stone, and other rough minerals, making a 
surrender of revenue of £303,000.

Substantial reductions will be made which will enable the South 
African cement to compete successfully with the imported articles as 
far down as 200 miles from the several ports, to the extent of £12,000.

FOREIGN TRADE OF BURMA IN 1911-12. 


The following particulars respecting the foreign sea-borne trade of 
Burma during the year ended 3lst March, 1912, have been taken 
from the Report by the Chief Collector of Customs at Rangoon on 
the Maritime Trade and Customs Administration of Burma for 
that year :— 

Imports of merchandise in the foreign trade (exclusive of 
Government stores) improved by 9,301,742 rupees or 8°65 per cent. 
in sympathy with the high prices obtained for produce exported ; 
more cotton, woollen and silk piece-goods, apparel, provisions, and 
cigarettes were imported, but metals and their manufactures, 
machinery and mill-work and building materials generally fell off. 
The value of Indian merchandise exported (exclusive of Government 
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Foreign Trade of Burma im 1911-12. 








stores) was 43,718,648 rupees or 20°86 per cent. greater than in the 
previous year, but although more rice was shipped, the increase in 
value was largely due to the great advance in the price of paddy. 
Considerable expansion took place in the exports of rice-bran, raw 
cotton, hides and skins, tobacco, rubber and wolfram ore. 

The following table shows the values of some of the principal 
articles of merchandise (exclusive of Government stores) imported 
into Rangoon* in the foreign ¢rade during the years ended 31st

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NEW FRENCH TARE REGULATIONS. 


_ With reference to the notice at p. 130 of the “ Board of Trade 

Journal” for 19th October last respecting certain proposed French 
regulations on the subject of the Customs treatment of imported 
merchandise as regards tare, and to subsequent notices, the Board are 
now in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of copy of a French 
Presidential Decree, which appeared in the “Journal Officiel” on 
14th July, containing amended Tare Regulations relative to packings 
of cardboard, paper, &c. in substitution for the previous regulations 
which were not brought into operation. 

In the Report introductory to the new Regulations it is observed 
that the Decree of 27th August, 1911 (which contained the previous 
regulations), provided that in the case of goods dutiable in net 
weight the actual tare allowable in respect of interior packing con- 
sisting of cardboard, pasteboard, or paper, should be determined by 


means of a complete Customs examination, and if the declarants of 


the imported goods declined to proceed to the weighing of the 
entire packing for this purpose, fixed legul tares were to be applied. 


The Report further points out that by imposing on declarants of 


imported goods the alternatives either of submitting the interior 
packing to a complete Customs examination or accepting the legal 
tare, the proposed original regulation appeared to render the latter 
method of procedure virtually obligatory. The revised regulations, 
however, substitute for the former method (the exhaustive Customs 
inspection), an investigation by sample, so that by improving the 
conditions under which the actual tare may be determined, they no 
longer appear to make it inevitable for importers to have recourse to 
the adoption of the legal tare. 


Under Article 46 of the revised Regulations, however, the system of 


legal tare is retained for certain descriptions of packing where the 
declarants do not avail themselves of the new provisions contained in 
Article 45. 

The following is a translation of the new Articles (numbered 43-4<) 
which will now replace Articles 44-49 of the original Decree of 
August 27th, 1911 :— 


SECTION I].—JZnterior packing (other than boxes, cases and similar con- 
tainers) consisting of caraboard or pasteboard, serving for the immediate pro- 
tection of merchandise. 

Article 43.—Where merchandise is dutiable on half-gross (demi-brut) or 
gross weight at more than 10 francs per 100 kilogs., the interior packing (encar- 
tages, rollers, drums and similar articles) consisting of cardboard or of cardboard 
and pasteboard, with or without wood, paper, or metal sheeting, and serving 
as the immediate receptacle of merchandise, is to be taken together with the 
weight of its contents, to which is to be added the weight of the exterior packing, 
if any; and the interior packing is to be assessed for duty at the same rate 
as its contents. 

Where merchandise is dutiable on gross weight at 10 francs or Jess, per 
100 kilogs., the interior packing is assessed at the particular duty proper to it, 
provided that it falls within the category of packing possessed of merchantable 
value (valeur marchande). If the packing has no merchantable value, it is 
charged the same rate of duty as the merchandise. 

Article 44.—Interior packing, when liable to a lower duty than its contents, 
or to a duty not more than 10 per cent. higher than that of the contents, may be 
declared together with the merchandise, and subjected to the same rate of duty 
as the latter. 

Article 45.—Where merchandise is dutiable on net weight, the tare allowable 
in respect of the interior packing may be arrived at by testing samples, provided 
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that the packing is uniform in kind—or in default of such uniformity — provided 
that, in support of the Customs declaration,a detailed note is produced indicating 
the number of these packings, the weight of each, and the weight of the packings of 
each different category. Jn either case the number of the samples must, im 
general,* be 10 per cent. of the total packing comprised in each parcel submitted 
for Customs examination. , 

If the packing is not uniform in kind and if a detailed note such as is 
referred to in the preceding paragraph is not produced, the tare is ascertained 
by the separate weighing of the packings contained in each of the parcels 
submitted for examination. 

Article 46.—In the case of merchandise other than metals and metal manu- 
factures, dutiable under the General Tariff at 300 francs, and more, per 100 kilogs., 
the following legal tares may be applied on the demand of declarants who may 
desire to avoid the weighing of the interior packing under the conditions referred 
to in Article 45 above; viz. :— 

8 per cent. for encartages consisting of cardboard or of cardboard and 
pasteboard ; 

5 per cent. for drums, rollers and the like, consisting of cardboard or of 
cardboard and pasteboard, with or without wood, paper, or metal sheeting ; 

6 per cent. for encartages of pasteboard ; 

4 per cent. for drums, rollers and the like, of pasteboard, with or 
without wood, paper, or metal sheeting. 

lf merchandise is: packed on rollers, the bands of which are separated by a 
continuous strip of paper of at least the same dimensions as the product itself, a 
tare of 8 per cent. is accorded on account of the weight of the paper, in addition 
to the tares allowed in respect of the other immediate packing. 

These tares are deducted from the half-gross weight of the merchandise, 
which itself is reduced by the actual tare allowed in respect of the boxes or 
receptacles, if any, serving as interior containers. 

The weight thus arrived at represents the net weight to be assessed for duty, 
at the rate at which the merchandise itself is assessed. 

The foregoing tares cannot be applied to encartages, rollers, drums, and 
similar objects serving as a protection for merchandise liable to different duties. 

When these tares have been applied, the encartages, drums, rollers, and 
similar articles are admitted free of duty, whether they possess a merchantable 
value or not. 

SECTION II].—Jnterivor packing consisting ef paper or metal sheeting (tin, 
aluminium), serving as the immediate wrapping of merchandise. 

Article 47.— Where merchandise is dutiable on gross or half-gross (demi-brut) 
weight, the interior packing, when of the above kinds, is included in the weight on 
which duty is to be paid. 

Where merchandise is dutiable on net weight, this packing, if declared 
separately, can be deducted from the dutiable weight under the conditions 
referred to in the foregoing Article 45. It is liable to duty separately if it 
possesses a merchantable value. When not declared separately and examined in 
accordance with the provisions of Article 45, it is subjected to the same duties as 
its contents. 

SECTION IV.—Cloths wrapping butter, hams, meat, ec. 

Article 48..—_Wrappings of this kind are not liable to the particular duty 
assigned to them, and are accordingly to be admitted at the same duty as their 
contents. 


The Decree of August 27th, 1911, modified as indicated above, 
comes into force on the 1st September next. 





* The introductory Report remarks that these words ‘‘ in general” will allow the 
French Customs Administration a certain latitude, permitting them to require less 
than the proportion of 10 per cent. in special circumstances to be fixed by the Circular 
transmitting the Regulations to their officers.

H.M. Consul at Dantzig (Mr. A. Maclean) has forwarded a report, 
published on 14th July, on agricultural crops in 
the Provinces of East and West Prussia and Posen, 
in which it is stated that lately the weather has 
been favourable to the growth and ripening of all 
kinds of grain.

SOUTH AUSTRALIA. 


The “ Bulletin” of 27th May of the South Australian Official Intelli- 
gence Bureau at Adelaide notifies that, under the 
direction of the Commonwealth Director of 
Industry in Great Fisheri t li ti h b ied 
Australian Bight Fisheries, trawling operations have been carrie 

out in the Great Australian Bight with exceedingly 
satisfactory results ; 400 lbs. of fish per hour were frequently obtained 
and sometimes even more. According to a report by the Director, it 
would seem, from what is at present known, that the grounds are 
extensive, and that the area examined carries a sufficient supply of 
prime fish to enable a trawl owner to make a profit, if retailing his 
fish in Adelaide at about 4d. per lb. From the information to hand 
it might be anticipated that at least two tons of marketable fish could 
be caught per fishing day.

The price of 
the resultant ash is from #d. to 14d. per kilogram, according to 
analysis ; in the year 1911, during which 1,806 tons to the value of

This publication, 
which contains much more detailed and exhaustive information than can 
be given in the Monthly Accounts, gives in the first volume abstract tables 
for the years 1907-1911, and detailed statements of imports and exports 
of each article consigned from and to each country. 

The second volume will contain details as to Customs revenue, 
transhipments and articles in bond, with particulars of the trade of the 
United Kingdom with each foreign country and British Possession, and of 
the trade at each port of the United Kingdom; and in the supplement a 
classification on the basis followed in Volumes I. and II. of the “ Annual 
Statement” for 1908 and earlier years. 

It may be noted that beginning with the issues for 1909 the figures of 
Volumes I. and II. relate to the countries of consignment for imports, and 
countries of final destination, so far as known, for exports. A supplementary 
volume will continue to be issued, in which particulars will be given, as men- 
tioned above, on the same basis as those published (up to the year 1908) 
in the first two volumes. By this means it will be pessible to trace the 
details of the differences resulting from the change of system for a further 
limited period.

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Confidential Information as to Openings Abroad for 
British Trade, &c, 


The arrangement inaugurated on Ist January, 1907; whereby the 
names of British firms desirous of receiving confidential information 
as to opportunities for the extension abroad of those branches of trade 
in which they are specially interested, and as to other connected matters, 
are placed on a special Register at the Commercial Intelligence Branch 
of the Board of Trade, has met with widespread approval, as evidenced 
by the steady increase in the number of names so registered. For- 
merly no charge was made for admission to the Register, the only 
requirement being subscription to the “Board of Trade Journal.” 
The great increase in the number of names inscribed, and in the 
amount of information distributed, having rendered it necessary 
to make a small charge for the service, firms desirous of utilising 
this source of information are required to pay an annual fee 
of one guinea to the Accountant General, Board of Trade, White- 
hall Gardens, London, 8.W., for the service, including the supply 
of the “ Board of Trade Journal,” instead of merely subscribing 
to the ‘Journal,’ as previously, through the Government Sale 
Agents. British firms who wish to have their names registered 
should apply in writing to the Director, Commercial Intelligence 
Branch, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the necessary form of 
application. 

Admission to the Register and retention upon it will be, as hereto- 
fore, at the discretion of the Board of Trade. 

The confidential information which is communicated to firms upon 
the Register is received from His Majesty’s Consular Officers in Foreign 
Countries, from His Majesty’s Trade Commissioners and the Imperial 
Trade Correspondents in the British Dominions, and from other sources 
available to the Commercial Intelligence Branch. 

It may be stated that confidential information thus received relates 
mainly to openings for British Trade abroad, and is communicated to 
firms on the Register in Circular letters. During 1911, 1,091 such 
Circular letters were prepared, and copies (totalling 142,032) were 
despatched to firms on the Register interested in the trades to which 
the Circular letters respectively related, as compared with 1,130 
Circular letters and copies totalling 74,203 sent out in 1910. 

Notre.—Apart from the Special Register arrangements referred to 
above, the Commercial Intelligence Branch is always ready to answer 
enquiries on specific subjects, as far as possible, in the interests of 
British trade (see below).

In pursuance of Regulations made by the Board of Trade and 
dated 26th day of March, 1912, Notice is hereby given that the 
Umpire (Unemployment Insurance) has received applications -for 
decisions as to whether contributions are payable or not in respect 
of the following classes of workmen :— :

097. Workmen engaged in coach smithing, tyre smithing, axle 
repairing, wheel making and repairing. 

600. Workmen employed by a Town Council, and described as— 

(1) Water meter repairer ; 

(2) Gasfitter, fitting up pipes into customers’ premises, 

602. Iron moulders (including machine-moulders), core-makers, 
iron-dressers and cupola men engaged in making castings for fenders).

599. Workmen engaged in making chain in copper, brass and 
zinc. 

601. Workpeople employed by a firm of cotton driving rope and 
cotton mill banding makers, and engaged in rope splicing.
